Executive Minutes 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
Executive Journal. 
Lancaster Tuesday December 17th 1799. 


Agreeably to the Constitution, the Speaker of the Senate, 
of this Commonwealth, did on the twelfth day of December 
instant in the Chamber of the House of Representatives in 
the Borough of Lancaster in this Commonwealth, open and 
publish the Returns of the late Election in the several Coun- 
ties of the State of a Governor of the Commonwealth, in 
the presence of the Members of both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture, conformably to the said Constitution, and upon counting 
the votes by a teller appointed by each House, it appeared 
that Thomas McKean had a majority of votes and the same 
being certified by the Speaker and Members of the Senate, 
and by the Speaker and Members of the House of Representa- 
tives, in General Assembly met, the said Thomas McKean was 
thereupon declared to be duly elected Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 

The Governor was introduced into the Chamber of the 
House of Representatives, and being seated in front of the 
Speakers of both Houses of the Legislature, John Joseph 
Henry President of the third District, of the Court of Com- 
mon pleas, in presence of both Houses of the Legislature, 
administered in due form to Thomas McKean the Oaths re- 
quired by the Constitution of the Commonwealth to qualify 
him to perform the duties and Office of Governor, and he 
also administered in like form, the Oaths to support the 
Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of 
this Commonwealth, which said several oaths were taken and 
subscribed by the said Thomas McKean the Governor elect. 
Proclamation was then made of the said Blection of a Gov- 
ernor in the presence of the Speakers and Members of the 
two Houses of the Legislature, in the chamber of the House 
of Representatives. 

The Governor addressed the Legislature in the following 
words to wit: 

“Gentlemen of the Senate, and 

“Gentlemen of the House of Representatives 


“To the obligations of honor, gratitude, and interest, I have 
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now added the pledge of a solemn oath, for the faithful per- 
formance of the trust, which my Fellow Citizens have reposed 
in me. I am sensible of the difficulty as well as of the im- 
portance of the task, that I have undertaken: But regarding 
the happiness and prosperity of our Constituents as my sole. 
object; and confiding in the countenance and co-operation of 
the Legislature; I will not resist the hope of success, which 
prompts and animates me on the occasion. 

“Under this impression, Gentlemen, permit me to bespeak 
a continuance of that harmony, which happily subsisted be- 
tween the Legislative and Executive Departments during the 
Administration of my patriotic Predecessor. 

“The present crisis in human affairs, evidently demands 
the exercise of wisdom, moderation and fortitude, from all 
who are employed in the business of government. Let us 
then, according to the province and capacity alloted to us, 
cordially unite in exercising those attributes, for supporting 
the Government of the Union, for asserting the rights of the 
State, for encouraging virtue, knowledge and industry and 
for preserving social order, confidence and concord, so that 
our public labours may be justly crowned with the applause 
of our Constituents, and the blessings of Heaven.” 

The Governor then retired, and was conducted to his Cham- 
ber, by a joint Committee of both Houses of the Legislature 
according to the directions of the said Houses respectively. 

The Governor taking into consideration the State of the 
Commonwealth, this day issued the following Proclamation 
vizt 

In the Name, and by the Authority of the 

[Great Seal] Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Thos McKean. By Thomas McKean Governor of the said

A Proclamation. 


Whereas the Speaker and Members of the Senate, and the 
Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives of 
the General Assembly of the said Commonwealth of Penn- 
Sylvania, have duly certified, that the said Speaker of the 
Senate did, on the twelfth day of December instant, in the 
Chamber of the House of Representatives in the Borough 
of Lancaster, open and publish the Returns of the late Elec- 
tion of a Governor of the said Commonwealth, in the presence 
of both Houses of the Legislature, conformably to the Con- 
stitution of the said Commonwealth; and that upon count- 
ing the votes by a Teller appointed from each House, it 
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appeared that Thomas McKean had a majority of votes where- 
upon the said Thomas McKean was declared to be duly elected, 
Governor of the said Commonwealth, and having first taken 
the Oaths of Office, was, accordingly on this seventeenth day 
of December proclaimed Governor thereof. Now in pursuance 
of the power and trust to the Governor of this Commonwealth 
by the Constitution and Laws, granted and confided, and for 
preventing all failures in the Administration of justice, I, 
the said Thomas McKean, have deemed it expedient to issue 
this Proclamation, Hereby confirming and continuing all Ap- 
pointments made and all Commissions heretofore lawfully 
issued, and which were in force on this day, for the term of 
three Months from the day of the date of these Presents, 
“unless the said Appointments and commissions, or any of 
them, shall be by me sooner superseded and annulled. And 
all Officers holding Appointments and Commissions, during the 
pleasure of the Executive Magistrate of this Commonwealth, 
are required before the expiration of the said term of three 
Months, to apply for and obtain new Commissions, and enter 
into new Bonds, with sufficient sureties for the faithful per- 
formance of their respective Offices, in such cases as the 
Law requires Bonds and Sureties to be given 

And I do further direct and enjoin all public Officers en- 
gaged in the several Departments of the Government, to 
proceed with diligence and fidelity, in the performance and 
execution of the duties of their respective stations, so as 
most effectually to promote and secure the interest, peace 
and safety of the Commonwealth. 


Given under my hand, and the Great Seal of the 
State, at Lancaster this seventeenth day of Decem- 
ber, in the Year of our Lord, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety nine, and of the Independence 
of America the twenty fourth.

Agreeably to the 15th section of the second article of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania the Gov- 
ernor this day appointed and Commissioned Alexander James 
Dallas to be Secretary of the Commonwealth, during his the 
Governors continuance in Office, if Mr. Dallas shall so long 
behave himself well in the said Office; the Governor having 
accepted George Logan, and William Penrose Esquires as

a Bond in due form was accordingly executed. — 

“Agreeably to the provisions of the Act of General Assembly 
passed the 12th day of March 1791 entitled “An Act to enjoin 
certain duties on the Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
for other purposes.” 

Alexander James Dallas Esquire this day appointed and 
commissioned James Trimble to be Deputy Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, and the said Appointment received the Ap- 
probation of the Governor. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to the Speaker of 
the Senate, and to the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, informing the two Houses of the Legislature, that he 
had appointed and commissioned Alexander James Dallas, to 
be Secretary of the Commonwealth agreeably to the 15th 
section of the 2nd Article of the Constitution. 


Wednesday December 18th 1799. 


The Office of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
Commonwealth, being now vacant the Governor this day ap- 
pointed and Commissioned Edward Shippen Esquire, to fill 
the said Office; and Hugh Henry Brackenridge Esquire, to 
be an associate Judge of the said Supreme Court in the room 
of Edward Shippen Esquire. 

Thomas Mifflin was appointed and commissioned to be 
Major General of the Division of Militia, composed of the 
Jity and County of Philadelphia, in the room of Major Gen- 
eral Thomas Procter resigned. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth wrote a Circular Letter, to the following named Offi-

To John Porter who was convicted in the County of Chester, 
of a misdemeanor in being a party to a fraudulent trans- 
action, in contriving, concerting, executing and delivering a 
Bond with intent to defraud the Creditors of a certain 
Robert Porter and for that offence was fined by the Court of 
Nisi Prius of the said County in the sum of one hundred 
Dollars, payable to the use of the Commonwealth, to be im- 
prisoned three Months and pay the costs of prosecution &¢ 
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To Barney McGinley (among others) convicted of a Riot 
and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the Peace, of Delaware County to pay a fine of Forty Dollars 
to the Commonwealth, and be imprisoned untill he finds suffi- 
cient security for good behaviour for six months.

Ist May not the Governor appoint an entire bench of Asso- 
ciate Judges in the New County, independent of the 
Judges before appointed for the Old County? 

2nd May not the Governor appoint persons as in the case of 
a vacancy to supply the place of Judges in the Old County 
whose residence proves to be within the boundaries of 
the new County? 

3rd Will the removal of the Judge from his present residence 
to a place within the boundaries of the Old County entitle 
him to retain and exercise his Commission issued before 
the division of the Counties? 


Answer 


To the 1st Question. I answer that I am of opinion from 
the fourth Section of the fifth Article of the Constitution 
that the whole of the existing Judges retain their Commis- 
sions according to their places of residence, subject however 
to the restriction contained in my answer to the third 
Question. 

2nd I conceive that the Governor may appoint persons as in 
the case of a vacancy to supply the place of the Judges in 
the Old County who shall continue their residence and exe- 
cute the duties of the Office in the new County. 

8rd I am decidedly of opinion that the removal of the 
Judge from his present residence to a place within the bound- 
aries of the Old County will entitle him to retain and exer- 
cise his Commission issued before the division of the Counties. 

This is not an instance of a new appointment and therefore 
not the object of the provision of the eighth Section of the 
second Article. 
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The fourth Section of the fifth Article is directory I do 
not conceive that if a Judge should voluntarily femove out 
of the County wherein he was a Judge that he would ipso 
facto be superseeded in his Commission altho an obstinate 
continuance in such a removal might be a ground of removal 
from Office much less an involuntary removal if I may so 
call it, where the Judge immediately in conformity to the 
direction of the Constitution fixes his residence in the place 
where the duties of the appointment call for his attention 
and Attendance 

There is not any such express provision in the Constitution 
and I think nothing to imply it

Governor 
Mifflin could not give the appointment except in the manner 
prescribed by the Constitution, and this Officer is not one of 
the enumerated instances which are to be during good be- 
haviour for a term of Years or appointed by the Legislature 
and of course falls under the only remaining class revocable 
at the pleasure of the Executive.

Let the division and Brigade Officers of each division 
formed of one County be directed to convene in the same 
manner for the same purpose, 

Commissions 24 The act evidently contemplates a septen- 
nial renewal of all commissions: and it was understood at 
the time of enacting the last law that it was an erroneous 
construction to issue Commissions for vacancies for a whole 
term of seven years. To give a fair operation to the act, 
therefore, it is proposed. 

That the tenure of all commissions now issued shall be for 
Seven years from a fixed and uniform date; and that all 
commissions hereafter to be issued for vacancies &ca shall 
run for seven years to be computed from the same fixed date 
by this arrangement the General intent of the Law will be 
promoted and great inconveniencies avoided. 

That as the eleventh section of the Act provides that all 
the elections shall be held “between the first of May and the

The rank of the Companies is ascertained numerically by 
the Regimental Officers before the returns are made, as ‘‘the 
first company of the first Regiment of the first Brigade of 
the second division” &ca which furnishes the Roster for calls 
into service, not the rank of the Officers indivdually 

It only remains therefore to establish a Rule for the Rank 
of the regimental Officers which may be either by dates of 
Commissions or by lot. No difficulty can occur on this head, 
unless two Officers of the same grade are called into services 
on the same occasion and then by producing their Commis- 
sions, their rank is ascertained, or if they, are dated the 
same day, they must decide by lot who shall command. This 
state of things will always occur when the Militia of dif- 
ferent States are employed; and no inconvenience can arise 
from it when detachments of our own Militia only are em- 
ployed. Hence it is proposed, that all Regimental Commis- 
sions shall bear the same date; and the Officers of each 
Regiment be required to meet in the first instance to settle 
their rank; and the rank of Officers belonging to different 
regiments may be left to be settled, when detachment from 
their respective Regiments are called into the same service 

Under this view of the subject, it is concluded that the 
Governor (according to the constant practice of the former 
administration) signs the Militia Commissions in blank, to 
be filled up in the Secretary’s Office as the returns are made 
on the principles of this plan, which may be communicated ; 
in substance, to the Brigade Inspectors for the information 
of their Brigades.

A Proclamation 


Whereas it is declared, by the Constitution of the United 
States, that for the purpose of electing a President and Vice 
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president, “Each State shall appoint, in such manner as the 
Legislature, thereof may direct, a number of Electors, equal 
to the whole number of Senators and Representatives, to 
which the State may be entitled in the Congress.” 


And Whereas the Legislature of Pennsylvania has omitted 
to direct the manner, in which this state shall appoint the 
Electors of a President and Vice President, to be chosen at 
the next ensuing election for that purpose to be holden; and 
the ordinary period prescribed by the Constitution of this 
Commonwealth for the annual session of the General As- 
Sembly, will not arrive, untill the said next ensuing election 
of a President and Vice President has been holden and com- 
pleated, conformably to the Constitution and Laws of the 
United States: And Whereas it is incumbent on the Execu- 
tive Magistrate of this Commonwealth, as far as his power 
and jurisdiction extend, to take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed, and, more especially that the Constitution of 
the United States as well as of the State (the Supreme law 
of the Land) be preserved entire and operative in all the 
provisions thereof Now actuated by motives of Official duty, 
impressed with a just sense of the importance of the object, 
and desirous to avoid on my part, every cause of reproach 
and responsibility, I have deemed it expedient to convene 
the General Assembly to the intent, that on this extraordinary 
occasion, the Legislature may possess an oportunity of ful- 
filling its federal obligations, the state may enjoy its legiti- 
mate influence in the Councils of the Union, and the National 
Government may derive energy and Stability, from a regular 
organization of its departments. 


_ Therefore, and by virtue of the authority to me in such 
case given, in and by the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
I have issued this proclamation Hereby convening the Gen- 
eral Assembly to hold a session on Wednesday, the fifth day 
of November next at the Court house in the Borough of 
Lancaster: And, of which time and place of convening, all 
persons therein containéd are required to take notice.

Whereas the State has, at sundry times, incurred great ex- 
pense in providing arms for the Militia; but it has been rep- 
resented to me, that the regulations, for the safe keeping 
thereof have been hitherto so disregarded that many Mus- 
quets belonging to the Public, have been sold bought or 
exchanged, many remain concealed in the hands of private 
persons; and many in consequence of such concealment are 
likely to become useless, for want of seasonable repairs. 

And Whereas it is provided by Law “That if any person, 
or persons, shall knowingly sell, buy take or exchange conceal 
or otherwise fraudently receive, any arms accoutrements 
colours or drums belonging to this State or the United States, 
on any account or pretence whatsoever; the person so offending 
being convicted thereof before one or more Justice or Justices 
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of the peace of the City or County where such offence shall 
be committed, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, 
treble the value of such arms or accoutrements; to be ascer- 
tained by the said Justice or Justices and levied by distress 
and sale of the offenders goods and chattles by the Justice 
or Justices, before whom such offender shall be convicted ; 
returning the overplus, if any, on demand to such offender : 
And, for want of such distress, shall commit such offender 
to the Gommon Jail of the County, there to remain without 
bail or mainprize, for any term not exceeding three months, 
unless such money shall be sooner paid, and in every such 
case the proof of the property shall bé made by the Possessor 
of such arms and accoutrements” Now to the intent, that 
all the public arms should be collected and preserved for the 
public use, and that any person, or persons hereafter tran- 
gressing the above recited Law, may be prosecuted and pun- 
ished, I have deemed it expedient to issue this Proclamation, 
Hereby requiring and enjoining all persons whomsoever, 
(other than those to whom arms have been duly delivered, 
by the proper officers for the purposes of exercise and dicipline 
conformably to the act for the regulation of the Militia) 
having in their custody possession, and power any arms, 
accoutrements, colours or drums, belonging to this State or 
the United States, forthwith to deliver or cause the same to 
be delivered, unto the Brigade Inspector of the Brigade, with- 
in the bounds whereof such persons respectively reside. And 
the respective Brigade Inspectors, and all the Officers of the 
Militia, according to the duties of their respective stations 
are required and enjoined deligently to inquire after, and 
to prosecute, all persons whomsoever, transgressing the said 
recited Law; and from time to time, to make report of their 
proceedings therein to the Adjutant General.

wealth, or of the late proprietaries of Pennsylvania before, 
the Revolution, or for the purpose of laying out townships 
within the said limits, by persons not appointed or acknowl- 
edged by this Commonwealth: And Whereas further provision 
has been made, by an Act of the General Assembly, passed 
on the sixteenth day of February, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and one more effectually to prevent and punish 
any of the offences aforesaid, committed in relation to the 
same lands, now lying within the counties of Wayne, North- 
ampton, Luzerne, Northumberland and Lycoming. 

To the intent therefore, that the provisions of the said 
Acts of the General Assembly may be duly enforced, and in 
compliance with the riquisitions thereof, I have issued this 
Proclamation, Hereby forbidding all future intrusions on lands

Whereas Edward Burd esquire Prothonotary of the Supreme 
Court of the said Commonwealth, has duly certified to me, 
by an Instrument in writing under his hand and the seal 
of his office, bearing date the first day of October, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and one: 
“That, at a Supreme Court, held at Philadelphia, for the 
State of Pennsylvania, in September term last, the Trustees 
of the University of Pennsylvania preferred their petition, 
setting forth, that a certain Joseph Galloway esquire, of the 
city of Philadelphia, was, in due form of law, attainted of 
High-treason, and his estate, real and personal and of every 
kind, within the state of Pennsylvania, were forfeited to the 
use of the Commonwealth: That afterwards, to wit, on the 
ninth day of May, in the year of our Lord, one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty two, a certain rent charge of eighty 
Seven and a half bushels of Wheat, payable annually out of 
one hundred and five acres of banked meadow, being part of 
Hog Island in the River Delaware, forfeited as the estate of 
the said Joseph Galloway, was reserved and appropriated 
by the Supreme Executive Council to the use of the said 
University, in pursuance of an Act, of the General Assembly 
of this Commonwealth, entitled “An Act to confirm the estates 
and interests of the College, Academy and Charitable School 
of the city of Philadelphia, and to amend and alter the 
Charters thereof, conformably to the Revolution and to the 
Constitution and Government of this Commonwealth, and to 
erect the same into an University,” passed the twenty seventh 
day of November, in the year of our Lord, one thousand 
seven hundred & seventy nine; but owing to an adverse claim 
to the said one hundred and five acres of Meadow, no part 
of the said rent charge has ever been received, by the Trustees 
of the said University, or by any person on their behalf ; 
and that the persons claiming the said Meadow under the 
title derived from this Commonwealth, have, by the judg- 
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ment of the said Supreme Court, been evicted of the same, 
and the rent charge so as afore said granted thereout, there- 
by been extinguished: And praying, that the value of the 
rent charge aforesaid and arrearages aforesaid may be award- 
ed and decreed to the complainants, agreeably to the Act 
of General Assembly in such case made and provided. 

And Joseph B MKean, esquire the Attorney General ap- 
pearing in court, and not denying any of the said allegations, 
and the premises aforesaid appearing to the court to be true, 
a Writ of appraizement and valuation was accordingly award- 
ed by the said court, directing the Sheriff to summon an 
Inquest to appear and value and appraize, on oath or affirma- 
tion, the said rent charge and arrearages thereof, and to 
make return of his proceedings therein to the said court. 
And the said Sheriff accordingly on the nineteenth day of 
September last, made return, to the said court, of the writ 
of appraizement or valuation, with an Inquest annexed under 
his hand and seal, and the hands and seals of twelve good 
and lawful men of his Bailiwick; who, upon their oaths 
and affirmations, did appraize and value the said rent charge 
and arrearages of rent to the sum of five thousand five hun-

Wit- 
ness my hand the twenty third day of October in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and one; and of the 
Commonwealth the twenty sixth.

A Proclamation. 


Whereas by the fifth Section of An Act of the Genera! 
Assembly entitled “An Act to maintain the territorial rights 
of this State, and protect the property of persons holding lands 
under the same.” the Governor is required and authorised to 
make known the contents thereof by Proclamation, and: to 
enjoin obedience thereto which said Act is expressed in the 
following words. 

“Whereas, certain persons under the pretence of title de- 
rived either from the State of Connecticut, or from certain 
companies known by the names of the Connecticut Susque- 
hanna company, and the Connecticut Delaware company, to 
a considerable extent of territory within this State, have by 
various improper practices long endeavoured to defeat the 
execution of the laws of this State, and to defame the titles 
of persons holding lands by grants from this State or the 
late Proprietaries before the revolution; in order therefore to 
Counteract such practices, and to preserve the just rights of 
this State. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
Authority of the same, That from and after the first day o* 
May next, no conveyance to be made of any land within 
the counties of Luzerne, Lycoming and Wayne, shall be good 
or effectual to pass any right, title, estate, interest or claim 
whatever, either at Law or in Equity, unless the title to the 
land in such conveyance mentioned, is derived from this 
State, or the late Proprietaries thereof, before the fourth of 
July, one thousand seven hundred and seventy six, and unless 
the said conveyance shall expressly refer to and recite the 
substance of the warrant, survy, patent or title under which 
the same is so derived from this State or the late Proprietaries 
thereof before the said fourth day of July one thousand 
seven hundred and seventy six, and if any Judge or Justice. 
shall take an acknowledgment or proof, or any Recorder of 
Deeds or any other person shall record any deed which shall 
not have been derived as aforesaid, he shall forfeit for every 
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offence the sum of two hundred dollars which forfeiture shall 
be recoverable by action of debt in any court of Record in 
this State, the one half to the use of the Commonwealth 
and the other half thereof to the person who shall sue for 
the same, and such acknowledgment and recording shall be 
void and of no effect and every such Recorder of Deeds so 
offending shall forfeit his office. Provided always that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed so as to make valid 
any conveyance heretofore made of any pretended title or 
claim to land under the colony or State of Connecticut or 
either of the Companies known by the names of the Con- 
necticut Susquehanna, or the Connecticut Delaware Com- 
pany. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted by the Authority

Whereas, agreeably to the directions of an Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this Commonwealth, passed the second day 
of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and two, entitled “An Act to settle the controversies arising 
from contending claims to lands within that part of the terri- 
tory of this Commonwealth, north and west of the rivers Ohio, 
and Allegheny, and conewango Creek.” a majority of the 
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Judges of the Supreme Court of this Commonwealth met to- 
gether, on the twenty fifth day of June last, and devised the 
form in which the questions, in the said Act stated, should 
be brough to a hearing and decision before a Court and Jury; 
and have certified and transmitted the same to the Governor 
of this Commonwealth in manner following, to wit, ‘They 
direct that an Action be entered on the Records of the Su- 
preme Court, wherein the Attorney General shall be the plain- 
tiff, and the grantees under the Act of the third day of April, 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety two, shall be De- 
fendants; and that a Declaration be filed by the Attorney 
zeneral against the Defendants, as on a Wager, embracing 
the question proposed by the said Act of Assembly of one 
thousand eight hundred and two; to which declaration he 
shall enter the pleas of non-assumpsit and payment, with leave 
to give the special matters in evidence; and likewise enter the 
proper replication, and join the issues.

counties of Northumberland, or Lycoming, to meet at the 
Court house of the Town of Sunbury, in the said county of 
Northumberland, on the twenty fifth day of November next at 
ten oclock in the forenoon, to make a a Jury of the country, 
to try the issue or issues directed by the first above recited 
Act of Assembly to be there tried.

chases, within six months of their dates respectively, agree- 
ably to the directions of the Act of General Assembly in such 
case made and provided.

James Horner, Lieutenant Colonel, of ithe 9th Regiment 
were convicted of certain charges exhibited against them for 
unoflicer like conduct &ca And thereupon severally sentenced, 
by the said Court, to pay certain fines and undergo certain 
penalties. The proceedings of which Court Martial having 
been laid before the Commander in chief the sentence passed 
upon each defendant, was this day approved and confirmed 
as follows, vizt. 

“I have read and considered the proceedings of the Gen- 
eral Court Martial, ordered by Michael Simpson, esquire, 
Brigadier General of the second Brigade and fifth division 
of the Militia of Pennsylvania, and held on the siath day 
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of december instant, at the House of Major William Stur- 
geon in Oxord town, in the county of Adams for the trial 
of Lieutenant Colonel James Getty’s of the twentieth Regi- 
ment. Discipline in the Militia, subordination to all super- 
ior officers and implicit obedience to the Laws, cannot be 
dispensed with. The conduct of the defendant has _ been 
highly reprehensible and indignant; the sentence merciful, 
The laws must be faithfully executed and all seditions and 
mutinous practice discountenanced and punished or there 
will be a speedy termination of all order and good govern- 
ment, I do therefore approve the sentence of the said Gen- 
eral Court Martial in the case of the Commonwealth against 
the said James Gettys and order the same to be carried 
into execution.

Whereas the Speaker and Members of the Senate, and 
the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives,

Senate, did, on the eighteenth day of December instant, in 
the chamber of the House of Representatives, in the Borough 
of Lancaster, open and publish the returns of the late elec- 
tion of a Governor of the said Commonwealth, in the presence 
of both Houses of the Legislature, conformably to the Con- 
stitution of the said Commonwealth; and that, upon counting 
the votes, by a Teller appointed from each House, it appeared 
that Thomas McKean, had a majority of votes; whereupon 
the said Thomas McKean, was declared to be duly elected 
Governor of the said Commonwealth; and having first taken 
the oaths of office, was accordingly, on this twenty first 
day of December, proclaimed Governor thereof: Now, in pur- 
suance of the power and trust to the Governor of this Com- 
monwealth by the Constitution and Laws granted and con- 
fided, and for preventing all failure in the administration of 
justice, I, the said Thomas McKean, have deemed it expedient

And all officers holding appointments and commissions, dur- 
ing the pleasure of the Executive Magistrate of this Com- 
monwealth, are required, before the expiration of thirty days, 
to enter into new Bonds with sufficient sureties, for the faith- 
ful performance of their respective offices, in such cases as 
the Laws require Bonds and sureties to be given. 

And I do further direct and enjoin all the public officers, 
engaged in the several departments of the government, to 
proceed with diligence and fidelity in the performance and 
execution of the duties of their respective stations, so as 
most effectually to promote and secure, the interest, peace 
and safety of the Commonwealth.

1888 EXECUTIVE MINUTES OF 


An Affidavit of a certain Hugh Devitt, of the city of Phila-

hundred dollars to any person or persons who shall discover 
the said Conspiracy and the parties therein wickedly con- 
cerned, so that the incendiaries or any of them, may be 
apprehended secured, tried and convicted, which reward shall 
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be accordingly paid on the conviction of all or any of the 
offenders, And if the person or persons making such dis- 
covery hath or have been concerned in any attempt hereto- 
fore made, or in any conspiracy with a view hereafter to 
set fire to the said Borough or Suburbs I do further engage 
and promise a Pardon for such his her or their conspiracy 
and offence, upon condition that he she or they shall make 
a full disclosure of all the circumstances relating to origin 
progress and execution of the said Conspiracy and of the 
names and places of abode of his her or their confederates: 
And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs and other persons who- 
Soever intrusted with the execution of the laws of. this 
Commonwealth, are required and enjoined to be attentive and 
vigilent in detecting, securing and bringing to justice, accord- 
ing to the duties of their respective stations, all persons 
offending, or attempting to offend, in the manner by this 
Proclamation set forth.

“Kighth Congress of the United States: At the first Session. 

Begun and held at the city of Washington in ‘the Territory 
of Columbia, on Monday the seventeenth of October, one 
thousand eight hundred and three. 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, two 
thirds of both Houses concurring. That in lieu of the third 
paragraph of the first section of the second article of the 
Constitution of the United states; the following be proposed 
as an amendment to the Constitution of the United states, 
which when ratified by three fourth of the Legislatures of 
the several states shall be valid to all intents and purposes, 
as part of the said Constitution, to wit: 

“The electors shall meet in their respective States, and vote 
by ballot for president and vice-president, one of whom, at 
least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same state with them- 
selves; they shall name in their ballots the person voted for 
as President, and in distinct ballots the person voted for as 
Vice President, and they shall make distinct lists of all per- 
sons voted for as President and of all persons voted for as 
vice president, and of the number of votes for each; which 
lists they shall sign and certify and transmit sealed to the 
seat of the government of the United States directed to the 
president of the Senate. The president of the Senate shall 
in the presence of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
open all the certificates and the votes shall then be counted; 
The person having the greatest number of votes for presi- 
dent shall be the president, if such number be a majority 
of the whole number of electors appointed, and, if no person 
have such majority, then from the persons having the high- 
est numbers not exceeding three, on the list of those voted 
for as president, the House of Representatives shall choose 
immediately, by ballot, the president. But in chusing the 
President the votes shall be taken by States, the representa- 
tion from each state having one vote, a quorum for this pur- 
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pose shall consist of a member or members from two thirds 
of the states, and a majority of all the States shall be neces- 
sary to a choice. And if the House of Representatives shall 
not choose a president, whenever the right of choice shall 
devolve upon them, before the fourth day of March next fol- 
lowing then the vice president shall act as president as in 
the case of the death or other constitutional disability of 
the president. The person having the greatest number of 
votes as vice president, shall be the vice president, if such 
number be a majority of the whole number of Electors ap- 
pointed, and if no person have a majority then from the two 
highest numbers on the list, the Senate shall choose the vice 
president, a quorum for the purpose shall consist of two 
thirds of the whole number of Senators and a majority of 
the whole shall be necessary to a choice. 


But no person constitutionally ineligible to the office of 
President, shall be eligible to that of Vice President of the 
United States.”

And 
Whereas I have received information on Oath that a company 
consisting of about eighteen persons, dressed like Indians, 
and said to be employed by persons residing on Sugar Creek 
in said county, at the rate of twelve dollars per month each 
during the summer, to prevent by force and arms any person 
or persons from surveying lands under the Laws of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Now be it known that a reward of eight hundred dollars 
shall be paid to any person or persons who shall arrest or 
cause to be arrested the principal offender aforesaid, who shot 
the aforesaid Edward Goben, and four hundred dollars for 
arresting or causing to be arrested each and every of the 
accomplices of the principal offender aforesaid, and for bring- 
ing them to trial and conviction: And I do further promise 
a Pardon to any of the accomplices, who shall give informa- 
tion to any magistrate against the said principal Offender, or 
any of the aiders or abettors of the aforesaid nefarious Act, 
and shall give evidence against them. And I do hereby re- 
quire and enjoin all and singular Judges Justices of the 
peace, Magistrates, Sheriffs and other officers within this 
State to be vigilent and active in discovering and causing the 
criminals aforesaid to be apprehended; and in preventing and 
punishing offences against the Intrusion Laws of this Com- 
monwealth and against any other Law for the preservation 
of the peace, and J do warn and enjoin all persons whomso- 
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ever to forbear from contravening the salutary provisions in 
the said Laws, at their peril.

A Bond executed by Thomas Cumpton, Samuel Wheeler, 
William Murdock, Ephraim Clark, Daniel Smith, Peter Brown 
and Joseph Bennett Eves, Commissioners for managing a 
Lottery to raise the sum of eight thousand dollars, for the 
purpose ef discharging the debts of the Minister, Wardens and 
Vestry of the African Episcopal Church of St Thomas in the 
City of Philadelphia, in the sum of one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
the trust in them reposed,—was this day approved and ac- 
cepted by the Governor.

A Pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Christo- 
pher Segrafe, who was convicted of Larceny and sentenced 
by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace of the 
County of Lancaster, in February 1805, to two months im- 
prisonment at hard labour, and fined two Dollars and seventy 
five cents, with costs of suit &ca. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth, this day transmitted

Monday March 18th 1805. 


A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture, was this day presented by the Secretary of the Common- 
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wealth communicating the report of Joseph B. McKean and 
William Tilghman, Esqrs, two of the Gentlemen employed by 
the Governor, under the Act of Assembly of the 1st of Febru- 
ary last, as Counsel for the State, in the case of Huidekoupers 
Lessee, against Douglass, before the Supreme Court of the 
Union, sitting at the City of Washington—in which report 
were inclosed copies of the questions stated for the opinion of 
the Supreme Court; and of the opinion of the said Court 
thereon vizt. 


First, Whether under the Act of the Legislature of Penn- 
sylvania, passed on the 3rd April 1792, entitled “An Act for 
the sale of the vacant lands within this Commonwealth,” the 
Grantee, by Warrant of a tract of Land, lying North and 
West of the Rivers Ohio and Allegheny, and Conewango Creek, 
who by force of arms of the enemies of the United States, 
was prevented from settling and improving the said Land and 
from residing thereon from the 10th of April 1793, the date of 
the said Warrant, until the 1st January 1796; but who dur- 
ing the said period, persisted in his endeavours to make such 
settlement and residence, is excused from making such actual 
settlement, as the enacting clause of the ninth Section of the 
said Law prescribes to vest a title in the said Grantee. 


Second, Whether a Warrant for a tract of Land, lying 
North and West of the Rivers Ohio, and Allegheny, and Cone- 
wango Creek, granted in the year 1793, under and virtue of 
the Act of the Legislature of Pennsylvania, entitled, “An Act 
for the sale of the vacant lands within this Commonwealth,” 
to a person who, by the force of Arms of the enemies of the 
United States, was prevented from settling and improving the 
said land, and from residing thereon, from the date of the 
said Warrant, until the 1st January 1796, but who, during the 
said period, persisted in his endeavours to make such settle- 
ment and residence, vests any, and if any, what title in or 
to the said Land, unless the said Grantee shall, after the said 
prevention ceases commence, and within the space of two 
years thereafter clear, fence and cultivate, at least two Acres, 
for every hundred acres contained in his said survey—erect 
thereon a messuage for the habitation of man, and reside, or 
cause a family to reside thereon, for the space of five years, 
next following his first settling the same, the said Grantee 
being yet in full life. 


Third, Whether a grantee in such a Warrant as aforesaid, 
who has failed to make such settlement as the enacting clause 
of the said Ninth Section requires, and who is not within the 
benefit of the proviso, has thereby forfeited his right and title 
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to said Land until the Commonwealth has taken advantage 
of the said forfeiture, so as to prevent the said Grantee from 
recovering the possession of said Land in ejectment, against 
a person, who at any time, after two years from the time the 
prevention ceased, or at any subsequent period had settled 
and improved the said land, and has ever since been in pos- 
session of the same. 


Opinion of the Supreme Court of the United States, on the 
above. 
Huidekouper} 

Vv The questions which occurred in this case in 
Douglass J the Circuit of Pennsylvania, and on which the 
opinion of this Court is required, grow out of the Act passed 
by the Legislature of that State, entitled, “An Act for the sale 
of the vacant lands within this Commonwealth.” 


The Ninth Section of that Act on which the case principally 
depends, is in these words, “And be it further enacted by the 
Authority aforesaid, That no Warrant or Survey to be issued 
or made in pursuance of this Act, for lands lying North and 
West of the Rivers Ohio and Allegheny and Conewango Creek, 
—shall vest any title in or to the lands therein mentioned, 
unless the Grantee has prior to the date of such warrant, made, 
or caused to be made, or shall within the space of two years 
next after the date of the same, make, or cause to be made, 
an Actual settlement thereon, by clearing, fencing, and culti- 
vating at least two Acres, for every hundred Acres, contained 
in one survey; erecting thereon, a messuage for the habita- 
tion of man, and residing, or causing to reside, a family there- 
on, for the space of five years next following his first settling 
of the same, if he or she shall so long live, and that in de- 
fault of such actual settlement and residence, it shall and 
may be lawful to and for this Commonwealth, to issue new 
warrants to other actual settlers, for the said lands, or any 
part thereof, reciting the original warrants, and that actual 
settlements and residence have not been made in pursuance 
thereof, and so often as default shall be made for the time 
and in the manner aforesaid, which new grants shall be under, 
and subject to all and every the regulations contained in this 
Act. 

“Provided always, nevertheless, that if any such actual 
settler, or any grantee, in any such original or succeeding 
Warrant, shall, by force of Arms of the Enemies of the United 
States, be prevented from making such actual settlement, or 
be driven, therefrom, and shall persist in his endeavours to 
make such actual settlement as aforesaid, then, in either case, 
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he and his heirs shall be entitled to have and to hold the 
said lands in the same manner, as if the actual settlement 
had been made, and continued. 


The questions to be considered, relate particularly to the 
proviso of this Section; but to construe that correctly, it will 
be necessary to understand the enacting clause, which states 
what is to be performed by the purchaser of a Warrant, before 
the title to the lands described therein shall vest in him. 

Two classes of purchasers are contemplated—the one has 
already performed every condition of the sale, and is about 
to pay the consideration money; the other pays the considera- 
tion money in the first instance, and is afterwards to per- 
form the conditions; they are both described in the same 
sentence, and from each an actual settlement is required, as 
indispensable to the completion of the title—In describing 
this actual settlement, it is declared, that it shall be made 
in the case of a Warrant previously granted, within two years 
next after the date of such warrant, “by clearing, fencing, and 
cultivating at least two Acres for every hundred Acres con- 
tained in one survey, erecting thereon a messuage for the 
habitation of man, and residing, or causing a family to reside 
thereon, for the space of five years next, following his first 
settling of the same, if he or she shall so long live.” 


The manifest impossibility of completing a residence for 
five years, within the space of two years, would lead to an 
opinion, that the part of the description relative to residence, 
applied to those only, who had performed the condition before 
the payment of the purchase money; and not to those who 
were to perform it afterwards. But there are subsequent parts 
of the Acts which will not admit of this construction, and con- 
sequently residence is a condition required from the person 
who settles under a warrant, as well as from one who entitles 
himself to a warrant by his settlement. 

The law requiring two repugnant and incompatible things 
is incapable of receiving a literal construction, and must sus- 
tain some change of language, to be rendered intelligible. This 
change, however, ought to be as small as possible, and with a 
view to the sense of the Legislature, as manifested by them- 
selves. The reading suggested by the counsel for the plaintiff, 
appears to be most reasonable, and to comport best with the 
general language of the section, and with the nature of the 
subject. It is by changing the participle into the future time 
of the verb, and instead of “and residing, or causing a family 
to reside thereon,’ reading, and shall reside &ca. The effect 
of this correction of language, will be to destroy the re- 
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pugnancy which exists in the Act as it stands, and to reconcile 
this part of the sentence to that which immediately follows, 
and which absolutely demonstrates, that in the view of the 
Legislature, the settlement and the residence consequent there- 
on, were distinct parts of of the condition, the settlement to 
be made within the space of two years from the date of the 
warrant, and the residence in five years from the commence- 
ment of the settlement. ’ 

This construction is the more necessary, because the very 
words, “such actual settlement and residence,” which prove, 
that residence is required from the Warrantee; prove also, 
that settlement and residence, are, in contemplation of the 
law, distinct operations. In the nature of things, and from 
the usual import of words, they are also distinct. To make a 
settlemert, no more requires a residence of five years, than a 
residence of five hundred years; and of consequence it is more 
reasonable to understand the Legislature as requiring the 
residence for that term in addition to a settlement, than as 
declaring it to be a component part of a settlement, 


The meaning of the terms settlement and residence, being 
understood, the Court will proceed to consider the proviso. 


That part of the Act, treats of an actual settler under which 
term is intended, as well the person who makes his settlement 
the foundation of his claim to a warrant; as a warrantee who 
had made an actual settlement in performance of the con- 
ditions annexed to his purchase “and if any grantee in any 
such original or succeeding warrant” who must be considered 
as contradistinguished from one who had made an actual 
settlement. Persons thus distinctly circumstanced, are brought 
together in the same sentence, and terms are used appropriate 
to the situation of each, but not applicable to both. Thus, the 
idea of an actual settler, prevented from making an actual 
settlement, and after being driven therefrom, persisting in his 
endeavours to make it, would be absurd. To apply to each 
class of purchasers all parts of the proviso, would involve a 
contradiction in terms. Under such circumstances, the plain 
and natural mode of construing the Act, is to apply the pro- 
visions distributively to the description of persons to whom 
they are adapted reddendo singula singulis. The proviso then 
would read thus: Provided always nevertheless, That if any 
such actual settler shall be driven from his settlement by force 
of arms of the Enemies of the United States, or any grantee 
in any such original or succeeding warrant, shall by force of 
arms of the enemies of the United States, be prevented from 
making such actual settlement, and shall persist in his en- 
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deavours to make such actual settlement as aforesaid, then in 
either case, he and his heirs shall be entitled to have and to 
hold the said lands in the same manner as if the actual 
settlement had been made and continued.” The two cases are, 
the actual settler who has been driven from his settlement. 
and the Warrantee who has been prevented from making a 
settlement, but has persisted in his endeavours to make one. 


It is perfectly clear that, in each case, the proviso substi- 
tutes something for the settlement to be made within two years 
from the date of the warrant, and for the residence to continue 
five years from the commencement of the settlement both of 
which were required in the enacting clause.—‘What is that 
something?” 


The proviso answers, that in the case of an actual settler, 
“it is his being driven from his settlement by force of arms of 
the enemies of the United States,’ and in case of his being a 
grantee of a Warrant, not having settled, it is, “persisting in 
his endeavours to make such actual settlement’—in neither 
case is residence, or persisting in his endeavours at residence 
required. 


Yet, the Legislature had not forgotten that, by the enacting 
clause, residence was to be added to settlement; for in the 
same sentence they say, that the person who comes within 
the proviso, shall hold the land, “as if the actual settlement 
had been made and continued.” 

It is contended on the part of the defendant, that as the 
time during which persistence shall continue is not prescribed, 
the person claiming the land must persist, until he shall have 
effected both his settlement and residence, as required by the 
enacting clause of the Act—that is, that the proviso dispenses 
with the time, and only with the time, during which the con- 
dition is to be performed. But the words are not only inapt 
for the expression of such an intent they absolutely contradict 
it. 

If the proviso be read, so as to be intelligible, it requires 
nothing from the actual settler who has been driven from his 
settlement. He is not to persist in his endeavours at residence; 
or, in other words, to continue his settlement, but is to hold 
the land from the Warrantee who has been prevented from 
making a settlement........ no endeavours at residence are re- 
quired. He is to “persist in his endeavors,’ not to make and 
continue such actual settlement, but “to make such actual as 
aforesaid; and if he does persist in those endeavours, he is to 
hold the land,” as if “the actual settlement had been made and 
continued.” The construction of the defendant would make 
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the Legislature say, in substance, that if the warrantee shall 
persist in endeavouring to accomplish a particular object, until 
he does accomplish it, he should hold the land as if he had 
accomplished it. But independant of the improbability, that 
the intention to dispense only with the time in which the con- 
dition was to be performed, would be expressed in the language 
which has been noticed, there are terms used which seem to 
restrict the time, during which a persistence in endeavours is 
required. The Warrantee is to persist in his endeavours to 
make such actual settlement as aforesaid; now such actual 
settlement as aforesaid, is an actual settlement within two years 
from the date of the Warrant........ as it could only be made 
within two years, a persistence in endeavouring to make it, 
could only continue for that time. 


If after being prevented from making an actual settlement, 
and persisting in endeavours, those endeavours should be suc- 
cessful within the two years after which the person should be 
driven off, it is asked, “what would be his situation?’ 


The answer is a plain one. By persisting, he has become an 
actual settler; and the part of the proviso, which applies to 
actual settlers, protects him. 


If after the two years he should be driven off, he is still 
protected. The application of external violence dispenses with 
resistance. The Court feels itself bound to say so, because the 
proviso contains a substitute, which in such a state of things, 
shall be received, instead of a performance of the conditions 
required by the enacting clause and of that substitute, resi- 
dence forms no part, 

In a great variety of forms, and with great strength, it has 
been argued, that the settlement of the Country was the great 
object of the Act, and that the construction of the plaintiff 
would defeat that object. 

That the exclusive object of an Act to give lands to settlers, 
would be the settlement of the Country, will be admitted; but 
that an Act to sell lands to settlers, must have for its exclusive 
object, the settlement of the Country, cannot so readily be con- 
ceded. In attempting to procure settlements, the treasury was 
certainly not forgotten. How far the two objects might be 
consulted, or how far one yielded to the other, is only to be 
inferred from the words in which the Legislative intention has 
been expressed. How far the Legislature may have supposed 
the peopling of the district in question to have been promoted 
by encouraging actual Settlements, though a subsequent resi- 
dence on them should be rendered impracticable by a foreign 
enemy, can only be shewn by their own language; at any rate, 
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if the Legislature has used words dispensing with residence, 
it is not for the Court to say they could not intend it, unless 
there were concomitant expressions, which should explain 
those words in a manner different from their ordinary import. 
There are other considerations in favour of the construction 
to which the Court is inclined. 


This is a contract; and, although a State is a party, it ought 
to be construed according to those well established principles 
which regulate contracts generally. 


The State is in the situation of a person, who holds forth to 
the world the conditions on which he is willing to sell his 
property. If he should couch his propositions in such am- 
biguous terms, that they might be understood differently; in 
consequence of which, sales were to be made, and the purchase 
money paid, he would come with an ill grace into court, to 
insist on a latent and obscure meaning, which should give him 
back his property, and permit him to retain the purchase 
money. All those principles of equity and of fair dealing which 
constitute the basis of judicial proceedings, require, that Courts 
should lean against such a construction. 


It being understood, that the opinion of the Court on the 
two first questions, has rendered a decision of the third un- 
necessary, no determination respecting it has been made. 

It is directed that the following opinion be certified to the 
Circuit Court. 

WES ge That it is the opinion of this Court, that under 
the Act of the Legislature of Pennsylvania, passed the 38rd of 
April 1792, entitled ‘An Act for the sale of the vacant lands 
within this Commonwealth,” the grantee by a warrant of tract 
of land lying North and West of the Rivers, Ohio and Alle- 
gheny and Conewango Creek—who by force of arms of the 
enemies of the United States, was prevented from settling and 
improving the said Land, and from residing thereon from the 
10th April 1793. the date of the said Warrant, until the first 
of January, 1796; but who, during the said period, persisted 
in his endeavours to make such settlement and residence, is 
excused from making such actual settlement as the enacting 
clause of the ninth Section of the said law prescribes, to vest 
a title in the said grantee, 

Second...... That it is the opinion of this Court, that a 
warrant for a tract of land lying north and west of the rivers 
Ohio and Allegheny, and Conewango creek, granted in the year 
1793, under and by virture of the Act of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature, entitled “An Act for selling the vacant lands with- 
in this Commonwealth,” to a person who by force of arms of 
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the enemies of the United States, was prevented from settling 
and improving the said land and from residing thereon, from 
the date of the said warrant, until the first January, 1796; but 
who during the said period persisted in his endeavours to make 
such settlement and residence, vests in such grantee a Fee 
simple in the said lands; although after the said prevention 
ceased, he did not commence, and within the space of two 
years thereafter, clear, fence and cultivate at least two Acres 
for every hundred Acres contained in his survey for the said 
land, and erect thereon a messuage for the habitation of man, 
and reside, or cause a family to reside thereon, for the space 
of five years next following his first settling of the same, the 
said grantee being yet in full life. 





Tuesday March 19th 1805.

Cunningham, of the County of Butler, to be the Commission- 
ers, to lay out and mark a State Road, from Blairs Gap, in 
the County of Huntingdon, by the nearest and best route, 
through the Town of Ebensburg, in the County of Cambria, 
the Town of Indiana, in the County of Indiana, the Town of 
Kittaning, in the County of Armstrong, and the Town of 
Butler, in the County of Butler; thence to the Western 
boundary line of this State, at or near the place where the 
Mahoning branch of big Beaver Creek crosses the said Western 
boundary line; and to cause a Draft of the said Road, to be 
deposited in the Office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth.

and Erie, and in the district composed of the Counties of 
Cumberland, Mifflin, Dauphin and Huntingdon, in pursuance 
of Writs issued by me for that purpose, that Samuel Smith 
has been duly elected in the former and Robert Whitehill in 
the latter district, to serve as Representatives of this State 
in the House of Representatives of the Congress of the United 
States, for the said districts, to supply the vacancies occa- 
sioned by the resignation of John B. C. Lucas, Esqr., and 
the death of John Andre Hanna, Esquire. 

Now therefore, I have issued this Proclamation, hereby 
publishing and declaring that the said Samuel Smith and 
Robert Whitehill are duly elected and chosen as Representa- 
tives of the people of this commonwealth to serve in the 
House of Representatives in the Congress of the United States,

as a charge for the machine, is sixteen grains, avoirdupois 
weight, very accurately taken. 

It was necessary to find and fix upon some established 
quantity of Gunpowder to graduate the Machine by; resort 
was had to the Howitzer, and experiments were made, until 
a sufficient number of grades were found to graduate the 
Machine, agreeably to the directions of the Act of Assembly ; 
and the three qualities or Degrees of Strength made use in 
graduating the Machine, are as follows, vizt. 

First or lowest; one ounce of which was found to propel 
a twenty-four pound ball from a Howitzer, at an angle of 
forty five Degrees elevation, sixty yards. The second, twenty, 
and the third, eighty yards. 

The first grade, or proof; is marked “60.” sixty being the 
point to which it was found sixteen grains would elevate 
the pendulum upon the arch, as corresponding with the proof 
of sixty yards by the Howitzer. 

On enquiry it was found that Government received no pow- 
der of inferior strength, for the use of the United States, 
therefore it was deemed proper to make the first or lowest

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of Pennsylvania powder, to correspond with the United States. 

The second grade, marked on the machine “70”; seventy, 
corresponding with the powder of the force of seventy yards. 

The third grade is marked “80”; eighty being equal in 
strength to that which had propell’d the twenty-four pound 
ball from the Howitzer, eighty yards. 

Two accurate drafts descriptive of this machine have been 
procured, executed by Mr. Francis Shallus, one of which, and 
one of the machines are herewith presented, agreeable to the 
duties enjoined upon us by said law.

of Congress in such case made and provided. 

David Stewart, William Moore and John Blair, Esqrs, who 
were on the first of October last, appointed Agents to view

prehension of our sentiments which might be occasioned by 
the conduct of individuals, or might grow out of misrepresenta- 
tion.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the Act, entitled “A further supplement to 
the Act, entitled “An Act for making an artificial road from 
the City of Philadelphia, to the Borough of Lancaster, for the 
more effectual preventing evasions of the salutary regulations 
intended in and by the Act for making an artificial road from 
the City of Philadelphia, to the Borough of Lancaster,” passed 
on the fourth day of April, in the year of our Lord, one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ninety-eight, be, and the same hereby 
is, except so much thereof as limits its continuance to the 
term of two years rendered perpetual. 


Section 2. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
Said, That instead of the power and authority given and al- 
lowed to the president, managers and company of the Phila- 
delplHia and Lancaster Turnpike road, in and by the thirteenth

horse as is provided and directed, in and by the said Thirteenth

A letter dated the sixth instant was received by the Gover- 
nor from Henry Dearbourne Esqr the Secretary at War of the 
United States in the following words to wit. 


War department July 6th 1807. 


His Excellency the Governor of 
the State of Pennsylvania 

Sir: 

The President of the United States has directed me to call 
upon the Executives of the several States to take effectual 
Measures to organize Arm and equip according to Law and 
hold in readiness to march at a moments warning, their 
respective properties of one hundred thousand Militia Officers 
included by virtue of an Act of Congress passed the 18th 
day of April 1806, entitled “An Act authorising a detachment 
from the Militia of the United States.” This therefore is to 
request your Excellency to take effectual measures for having 
fifteen thousand six hundred and thirty five of the Militia of 
Pennsylvania (being her quota) detatched and duly organized 
in Companies, Battalions, Regiments, Brigades and Divisions 
within the shortest period that circumstances will permit, is 
nearly as practicable in the following proportions of Artillery 
Cavalry and Infantry vizt. one twentieth part Artillery, one 
tenth Cavalry and the residue Infantry. 

There will however be no objections on the part of the 
President of the United States to the admission of a propor- 
tion of Riflemen, duly organized in distinct Corps and not 
exceeding one tenth part of the whole quota of the States 
respectively. Each corps should be properly arm’d and equiped 
for actual service. 

Any Companies of Volunteers, who, previous to orders for 
taking the field may tender their services conformably to 
the second section of the aforesaid Act, or to an Act of 
Congress (a copy of which is enclosed, passed on the 24th 
of February 1807, entitled “An Act authorising the president 
of the United States to accept the services of a number 
Volunteers Companies not exceeding thirty thousand Men will 
be considered as a part of the aforesaid Quota, of fifteen 
thousand six hundred and thirty five according to their 
Numbers. And the well known Patriotism of our fellow 
Citizens it must be presumed that under the existing cir- 
cumstances of our Country, a large proportion of the Quotoes 
of the several States will be composed of such Volunteer 
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Corps especially as they will undoubtedly meet with every 
encouragement from your Excellency—and from all other 
patriotic influential Characters. 

When the detachment and organization shall have been 
effected, the respected Corps will be exercised under the 
Officers set over them but will not remain embodied or be 
considered as in actual service untill by subsequent they 
shall be directed to take the field. 

Your Excellency will be pleased to direct, that correct 
Muster Rolls and Inspection Returns be made; and that copies 
thereof be transmitted to the Department as early as possible.

General Orders. 


Lancaster July 13th 1807. 


The President of the United States having requested a draft 
of fifteen thousand six hundred and thirty five Men as the 
Quota of Pennsylvania towards a detachment of one hundred 
thousand Militia, the Governor hastens to perform the duty, 
which the Constitution and Laws have assign’d to him, with 
all the sensibility and zeal, that the occasion is calculated to 
inspire. 

After a lapse of more than thirty years, the honour, the 
liberty and the Independance of the Union, are again at 
stake upon a contest with the same power over whose Arms 
and ambition the patriots of America triumphed, in the War 
of 1776. The resources of Patriotism and Valour, which were 
then employed, to establish our existence as a nation, must 
now therefore be displayed in order to preserve it. The sacred 
trust descends upon the Sons of our Revolutionary Heroes 
and Statesmen. It is for them at the present crisis, to em- 
balm the memory of many who are dead, to enliven the de- 
clining day of the few who survive; and in short to deserve 
the inheritance preserved for them. 

While the Glory of the Revolution excites a laudable emula- 
tion, the Justice of our cause will give confidence to every 
effort for resenting unprovoked insults, and repelling un- 
expected aggression. The memorable declaration of independ- 
ence had placed the people of Great Britain on the same foot- 
ing with the people of every other Country ‘as enemies in 
War, as friends in peace;”’ and from the moment that the 
treaty of 1783, terminated the revolutionary conflict, it be- 
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came the duty, and it has been obviously; the desire, of the 
American Government, to preserve an harmonious intercourse 
between the two Nations. But a far different policy seems 
to have actuated the Government of Great Britain. It would 
be dificult, to trace in their conduct many instances of good 
will; while the indications of wounded pride, of arrogant 
power, and of political as well as commercial Jealousy are 
every where to be seen. It must be remembered, that even 
the faith of the treaty of Peace was long dinegarded, that 
our seamen has been cruelly impressed, abused and slaught- 
ered; that lawless spoilations committed on our commerce 
have enriched the British Navy; that the jurisdiction of our 
Coast has been violated and its harbours in effect blockaded ; 
that our Towns and Teritory have been actually menaced; 
and that the rights of neutrality founded upon the Laws of 
Nations have been arbitrarily subverted, for sinister and 
Selfish purposes. In the consummation of these outrages 
(accumulating year after year) we behold at length a pre- 
miditated and direct insult to the Flag of the Nation! For 
while peace existed and friendship was professed, a public 
Ship of War of the United States has been attacked and 
subdued by surprize, many of her crew were killed and 
wounded and four of them (native Citizens of America) have 
been forcibly seized and carried away! This is not the case 
of plundered property; of private wrongs; or, of doubtful 
Jurisdiction; which may admit of pecuniary reparation, as of 
dipl6matic arangement; but it is the case of public War, 
treacherously waged, under the sanction of a British Com- 
mission: And every ball fired by the Leopard at the Chesa- 
peake inflicts a wound upon the heart of every American. 


If the Government of Great Britain has inferred from 
our love of peace an indisposition to War they will be unde- 
ceived by the vigor and fortitude of the Federal Adminis- 
tration who justly estimate the honor of the nation to more 
precious than even its peace. If the Government of Great 
Britain has immagined that our Domestic dissentions on 
political questions have destroyed or impaired the national 
unity in relation to foreign countries; the opportunity has 
already occurred to learn that the Patriotism of Americans 
when drawn ito action by foreign outrages of all parties: 
and constitutes the pride and Safeguard of our Government, 
by, whomsoever our Government is Administer’d of the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain viewing our Citizens only occupied 
with the Arts of Peace, without a standing Army or a perma- 
nent navy to meet at once the exigences of War, have thought 


A pen 
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we may become an easy, as well as a lucrative conquest to 
their Arms, let them seriously reflect upon the exploits of 
our Militia during the former contest, and the exemplary 
spirit now manifested by our Brethren of Norfolk and Hamp- 
ton; let them candidly estimate the Maratime character re- 
cently displayed in our Hostilities with France and with 
Tripoli; and let them calculate the resourses of our popula- 
tion, industry and enterprize, to convince them that (however 
we may suffer in the onset) we have nothing to apprehend 
from the result. 


With this view of our situation whatever hope may be 
indulged of an adequate atonement by amicable means it 
would be folly to postpone our preparations for the last ap- 
peal of an injured and independent Nation. ‘The Governor 
therefore confidently relies upon the co-operation of the 
Militia and volunteers of Pennsylvania to give the most prompt 
and efficient execution to the requisition of the President of 
the United States. And the Adjutant General is particularly 
charged with the measures necessary to organize the Quota 
of the State conformably to the following plan. 


I. There shall forthwith be drafted from the Militia in 
the manner prescribed by law, fifteen thousand six hundred 
and thirty five, Officers and Privates to be formed into two 
Divisions, four Brigades and twenty five Regiments. 

But Volunteers accepted by the President of the United 
States either under the Act of Congress of the 18th of April 
1806 or the Act of Congress of the 24th of February 1807, 
will be considered as substitutes for the whole, or any part 
of the quota on notice of the tender of their services to the 
Governor. 


The Corps of Artillery Cavalry Rifle-Men and Infantry shall 
be in the following general proportions as nearly as prac- 
ticable.

IId, The whole Quota shall be apportioned among the 
several Divisions of the State, agreeably to a detail to be 
furnished by the Adjutant General. 

The Quota’s of the several Divisions of the State shall be 
formed into two divisions for the Present service. 
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The Quota’s of the first, second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth 
and seventh Division of the state shall from the first Division 
for the service under the Command of Major General Thomas 
Craig, a Brigadeer General of the first Division of the State, 
and a Brigadier General of the second Division of the State. 


The Quotas of the, eighth, ninth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, 
thirteenth, fourteenth, fifteenth, and sixteenth Divisions of 
the State, shall from the second Division for service under 
the Command of Major General J oseph Hiester with a Brig- 
adier General of the third Division, and a Brigadier General 
from the fourth Division of the State. 


IiId, Ag soon as the drafts are made, the Men may be 
Mustered and inspected; and Muster and inspection returns 
Shall be made to the Adjutant General, who will without 
delay transmit copies to the Secretary at War. 

When the detachment and organization shall be effected 
the respective Corps will be exercised under the Officers set 
over them. Drafted by their proper Officers. Volunteers 
under the first Act of Congress by the present Militia Officers, 
or others at at the option, and direction of the Constitutional 
authority of the State. And Volunteers under the second Act 
of Congress, by their own Officers if already organized; and 
if not already organized by Officers appointed in the manner 
prescribed by the law of Pennsylvania. 

But the Corps (either Drafted Militia or Volunteers) will 
not remain embodied, nor considered as in Actual Service, 
until by subsequent orders they are directed to take the field. 
If the Brigades, Divisions and Regiments have not been 
organized agreeably to the directions of the Militia Act of 
this State the same shall be done with all passible dispatch, 
and the return of Elections be forwarded to the Governor.

Whereas I have been informed by the deposition of a re- 
spectable Citizens, taken before one of the Justices of the 
peace for the County of Allegheny, that on Wednesday about 
one O’Clock in the afternoon of the 234d of December, now 
last past, William B. Irish, Deputy Marshal in the District 
of Pennsylvania, accompanied by George Holdship, Esqr 
Ennion Williams and James Hamilton, proceeding to the 
house and plantation occupied by a certain William Faulk, 
in Beaver County, in the State aforesaid, to execute a Writ 
of Habere Facias Possessionem, issued by the circuit Court 
of the United States of America, in the case of Robert Bawne 
against the said William Faulk, on their entering a lane, 
leading to the house of the said William Faulk, were fired 
upon by persons concealed in a thicket of brush on the road 
side—that three or four Guns were discharged, and directly

who murdered the aforesaid James Hamilton, and two hun- 
and fifty Dollars for every of the accessories before and 
after the fact; and also a free and full pardon, to the person 
who shall first communicate the name of the person who com- 
mitted the same cruel and horrid crime, so that he be brought 
to trial. I do further earnestly request all persons whomsoever 
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to be aiding and assisting in pursuing and bringing to justice 
the aforesaid cruel and wicked assassins.

and the distribution of Justice to the Citizens. 


Resolved therefore, That the Senators in Congress from 
this State, be and they are hereby instructed, and our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, are also requested to use their best 
endeavors to procure such an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States as will empower the President of the 
United States, to remove from Office, any of the Judges of 
the Courts of the United States upon address made to him 
for that purpose, by a majority of the House of Represent- 
atives, and two thirds of the Senate in Congress Assembled.

And whereas it appears, from the letter addressed to Senate, 
by the Surveyor-General, on the sixth instant, no return of 
Surveys, made by direction of said Commissioners, has been 
made to his Office, by which he can determine the quantity 
of Land in said townships. And Whereas, after the Governor 
informed the Legislature, that said Commissioners “had per- 
formed their trust with impartiality and decission,” (for the 
subject was not noticed in the Governors address in one 
thousand eight hundred and six) considerable sums have been 
drawn from the Treasury, by said Commissioners, from March, 
one thousand eight hundred and six, to March, one thousand 
eight hundred and seven; when it does not appear they had 
any duties to perform, and when the duties under the Act 
of last April did not, nor could not be expected to exist. It 
becomes just and proper that it should be known, in what 
situation the business of said Commissioners, at this time, 
rests; and why the provisions of the Law, under which they 
acted, directing the records of their proceedings, and the 
draughts of Surveys by their order made, to be deposited in 
the Land-Office, have not, on their part, been complied with. 
Therefore, Resolved, that the Governor be hereby requested, 
to require the aforementioned Commissioners to make a report 
to him, embracing the following points; and that he cause 
said report to be communicated to Senate, to wit: 


What quantity of Acres of land is contained in the Fifteen 
townships in Luzerne County, and what quantity is there in 
each township. 


What number of Acres has been therein certified to Con- 
necticut Claimants, as eligible to be patented. 


What is the Amount of Money to which the lands so certi- 
fied, have been valued to said claimants; and what is the 
average price per Acre. 

What is the amount of Money awarded to Pennsylvaa 
Claimants, for Lands released by them to the Commonwealth 
in said townships. 

What quanty of Land has been certified to Connecticut 
claimants, before the ninth of April last, not released by 
Pennsylvania Claimants. 


Why were not records of the proceedings of said Commis- 
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sioners, and the draughts of surveys made by their direction, 
deposited in the Offices, as directed by Law. 

What have been the proceedings of said Commissioners, 
under the Act of ninth of April last. 





Monday January 25th 1808. 


An Act for the incorporation of the Trustees of the Presby- 
tery of Philadelphia certified by the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and Attorney General of the Commonwealth to be law- 
ful and right, was this day presented to the Governor, and 
being approved, and signed by him, was this day transmitted 
to the Master of the Rolls for inrollment at the expence of 
the applicants according to the provisions of the Act of 
General Assembly of the 6th of April 1791. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named persons—Vizt, 

James Cork who was convicted of Larceny upon two in- 
dictments, and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter 
Sessions of the peace of Philadelphia County in January 1804, 
to three years imprisonment, at hard labour; and fined in 
the sum of two hundred and seventy five dollars with costs 
of suit &ca, 

To Samuel Hazlett, Isaac Hezlett, Robert Hezlett and Wm. 
Hezlett, who were severally convicted of Assault and Battery, 
and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the peace, of the County of Mifflin in November 1807, that 
is to say Samuel, and Isaac, each to pay the sum of fifteen 
dollars, and Robert and William, the sum of eight dollars 
each, together with the costs of prosecution. 





Tuesday January 26th 1808. 


The Secretary of the Commonwealth by the direction of 
the Governor this day wrote a letter to George Clymer Esqr 
President of the Bank of Philadelphia sygnifying the Gov- 
ernors wish to invest the further sum of Nineteen thousand, 
two hundred Dollars, in the said Bank, in part of the priv- 
iledge reserved to the State by the Act to extend the Charter 
of the Philadelphia Bank pass’d the 1st day of March 1806,— 
and informing the President that a Warrant will be drawn 
in favour of the President directors and Company of the 
Philadelphia Bank for the above sum as soon as it shall be 
duly certified that one hundred and ninety two shares of the 
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stock of the said Bank, have aie: entered in the name and 
for the use of the Commonwealth in the. Books of the said 
institution. : sat 5 Steg

The Secretary of the Commonwealth, this day,. agreeably 
to the directions of an Act of the General Assembly, entitled 
“An Act directing the mode of taking testimony in cases of 
complaint against Justices of the peace’; laid before the 
House of Representatives sundry depositions interrogatories 
and cross examinations taken taken by David Drenman Esqr 
an associate Judge of Common Pleas of Beaver County, 
against William Clark Esqr a Justice of the peace of that 
County; and at the same time the same was communicated to 
the Senate by a Letter written by the Secretary, to Plesley 
Carr Lane Hsqr Speaker of that Body. 





Saturday January 30th 1808. 


A Bond executed by John Bioren, dated the 27th'of this 
Month in the sum of two thousand four hundred dollars with 
John Burge and Thomas L, Plowman as sureties conditioned 
for faithfully fulfilling his Contract for printing three thou- 
sand Copies of the Laws pass’d and to be pass’d, during the 
present Session of the General Assembly, was this day ap- 
proved by the Governor, 
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
